Peking, March 16. 

“By one certain token we know 
that no military leader has yet 
arisen who is capable of conquer- 
ing all of China, None of them yet 
has been able to resist the tempta- 
tion of enlisting defeated enemies, 
bandits, mercenary adventurers and 
the like in his own army or of 
entering into alliance with disre- 
putable rival militarists. because, 
for tho moment, they happened to 
have a common enemy, Chang Tso- 
lin, Chiang Kai-shek and Feng Yu- 
halang are all involved at this mo- 
ment in alliances with doubtful ad- 
venturer-commanders, with long re~ 
cords of misbehaviour, cowardice 
and bad any one of whom 
might in a critical situation turn 
ttle into a hopeless defeat and 
rout, Thero is no one of these three 
‘men who is not aware of the dan- 
ger, nor who has not publiely pro- 
nounced against the practice of 
absorbing mercenary or doubtful 
allies, but the temptation to take 
over ‘Jarge bodies of armed men 
when they offer themselves and 
“yeorganize” them has been too 
strong for then all. 


A. Bitter Experience in Honan 
‘The Inst time that Fongtien went 
into Honan, about a year ago, and 
withdrew with little eredit, the 
sevcfest blow that they received was 
the loss of nearly,a division through 
‘an attack from the rear, eaxried out 
by a large body of Honanese ¥-hom 
they had been tempted to take over 
‘and hold as reserves. Since then 
senior officers in Peking hi 
quently pledged themselves never to

Deserters and Adventurers 


In spite of all this there is now 
no single compact force in which 














‘ove supreme commander. With the 
‘exception of the foree that was late- 
ly Ho Ying-ching’s, the Nationalist 
army is almply'a flimsy federation 
of deserters from other camps, 
Bound to Chiang Kai-shek by neither 
tradition nor personal fealty. Feng 
Yo-hsiang has a larger nucleus in 
his own Ist Kuotninchua, numbering 
perhaps 30,000 nien, but all the rest 
nde leaders like Liu Chen-hua, 
Fang Chen-wv, Fan Chung-hsin and 
the "like, are ‘deserters from Wu 
Pei-fu's camp, adventurers and 
bandits. ‘The Fengtien army, under 
Chang Heueh-liang and Yang Yu- 
ting on tho Kin-Han railway, and 
Sun Chuan-fang’s army on the 
Toin-Pu railway, are as compact in 
their character as Feng’s 1:t Kuo- 
minchun; but batween them on the 
Jong line are not only the ragamuf- 
fin armies of Chang Chung-chang 
and Chu Yu-pu, forming a chain 
that is weak in every link, but also

The heavy concentration of Kuo- 
minchun troops under Lu Chung-lin 
on the Kin-Han railway north of the 
Yellow River was for a long time 
faced by nothing but Honanese 
mercenary forces under Wang Yi 
chuan and Yin Tze-hsing, made up 
of Red Spears for the most part. 
‘The Fengticn units were held in 
heavy concentration at Paoting, 
Shihehiachuang and Shuntehfu, The 
leaders in Peking seemed loth to 
mix their good units with these 
irregulars, Now, however, the 3rd 
and 4th ‘Army ‘headquarters and 
something like 30,000 men of the 
regular Fengticn army have been 
Pushed down the line by Yang Yu- 
ting to Hantanhsien on the Honan 
border, presumably to prevent Feng 
from “attacking Tamingfu with 
his own Kuominchun troops instead 
of with Liu Chen-hua’s waifs and 
strays, so we now have # Fen 
foree on the actual front that will 
certainly draw fire if Feng Yo- 


























Trsiang means business, mixed ap 
with an equally large force of

A Formidable Fighter 


During the past few weeks, more- 
, the Fengtien army has absorb- 
ed about 80,000 of Chang Chung- 
chang’s troops—the 20th Chih-La 
‘Army—and. rechristened them the 
20th Fengtien Army. The units 
Aare still moving piecemeal from the 
‘Tsin-Pu railway to the Kin-Han 
Une and aro being transported rap- 
idly to the Honan border. This 
also is a Honanese force, made up 
very Inrgely - of bandit’ material 
originally, which enjoys an envi 
able reputation for serious-rnindedt 
fighting but is neverthless an alien 
force incorporated. inte Manchr~ 
inh armies.”

After Wu's defeat at Hankow in 
September 1926, Yu kept a sma:l 
foree intact, eluded or fought 
way through the “Nationalist” 
forces on the Han river and got 
back into the Nanyang district of 
southern Honan by mountain trails, 
He acquired control of the Nanyang 
and Sungshan areas and later af- 
forded Wu Pei-fu his last refuge 
and stronghold in the North. 

In May last year he attempted a 
raid on the Kin-Han railway which 
threw the Reds in Hankow into n 
veritable panic, as one may read i

but he was robbed of a base by the 
treachery and desertion of Wu's 
other officers and Yu Hsueh-chung, 
was left high and dry again with a 
small foree jn the heart of a hos- 
tile country.

Hankow, Mar, 22. 

There were 15 further executions 
of alleged communists here yoster- 
day, which with seven the day de- 
fore brings the total for six days 
to 56. Reports from Changsha in- 
dicate that a similar state of affairs 
prevails in ‘that city, arrests and 
executions on a large seale being of 
every-day occurrence, 

Tn the meantime thg active com- 
‘munists continue unhindered their 
reign of terror in Southern Hunan 
and a letter from a foreigner in 
Hengehow states that the  detach- 
ment of Pei Chung-hsi’s troops who 
were sent to the relief of Leiyang 
have withdrawn from the rained 
town on a further communist threat 
from the South. The letter further 
adds that Hengchow is now shelter- 
ing thousands of refugees from 
‘Chenchow and Laiyang and telis the 
ghastly story of a Chinese civilian 
in Leiyang who, during the sack of 
the town, put to death with his 
‘own hand his father, wife and son 
‘at the command of the communists, 
‘after which ho was compelled to 
Join the mob in dancing over the 
mutilated corpses. 
int Hunan-Hupeh Military 
Conference is to be helé at Chang- 
sha on the 24th inst., when many 
outstanding questions’ will be dis 
cussed, chiefly the raising of farther 
funds ' from already 
squeazed dry.

have naturally Jed to rumours as 
regards the future financial pro- 
gramme of the Government and 
statements have appeared in the 
vernacular press giving exact 
amounts which the Ministry of 
Finance has been asked to raise in 
Shanghai, 

‘The conference between Mr. T. V. 
Soong, Minister of Finance of the 
Nationalist Government, and the 
Chinese bankers have not yet reach- 
ed a stage jwhere it is possible to 
stato what the amount of the 
fortheoting bond issue will be or 
exactly what security will be 
offered. It is, however, admitted 
bby both the Ministry and among 
Chinese bankers that a decision will 
be reached this week. 

‘The success of the first issue of 
the 24 per cent. suriax bonds and 
the comparatively high quotation 
for the second issue, which will not 
fall due until January, 1929, ac- 
cording to the bankers’ amortiza- 
tion plan, eneourage an assumption 
that other issues can be floated on 
the local-market, Far from oppos- 
ing the mortgaging of specific 
taxes, the bankers and business in- 
terests encourage this plan, first, 
because it regularizes the taxes, the 
Government being unable to change 
them during the period of the bond 
issue; and secondly, it affords an 
effective and popular method for the 
financial and commercial interests 
to participate in the affairs of the 
Government without themselves be- 
‘coming involved in politics. ‘The 
new bond issue will undoubtedly 
be secured by one of the larger 
revenue-creating taxes upon which 
there are, at present, no, liens,

Deop regret will be felt that 
Sir Miles Lampson has had to 
return to Peking before a settle- 
ment could be reached in the 
negotiations over the Communist 
outrages at Nanking a year ago. 
Everyone wishes to see that 
question disposed of and a set- 
‘tlement now would have been a 
happy termination to the Min- 
ister’s tour, in all other respects 
so successful, The failure—it is 
to be hoped only temporary—is 
the more regrettable if what 
we read be true, in respect of 
the nature of the  stumbling- 
Dlock, In statements that bear 
every mark of being inspired the 
“Sinwanpao” tells us that other 
points, such as re 
apology and punishment 
offenders, were practically set 
tled, but that the Nanking Gov- 
ernment wished to include some 
reference to the firing by British

It is easily understood that 
the Nanking Government, having 
accepted responsibility for the 
crime, seeks to save its face as 
much’as possible. We only wish 
that it could be brought, as a 
whole, to realize that the best 
and most effective manner of 
saving face, of: establishing its 
prestige beyond possibility of 
reproach, is to make plenary 
amends ‘without trying to in- 
troduce other issues, If, as the 
“Sinwanpao” says, Nanking in- 
sisted on reference to the firing 
by foreign men-of-war, it must 
have known that it was asking 
what neither Great Britain nor 
any other Power concerned could 
allow. ‘The only firing that 
occurred on that fatal day in 
Nanking a year ago was a pro- 
teetive barrage put round the 
group of foreigners who had 
taken refuge on Socony Hill 
from a murderous, unprovoked 
attack, If any of the as 
‘wore killed, their blood 
their own ‘heads; they them- 
selves have been disowned and 
their deeds repudiated by the 
Nanking Government, From that 
day to this no reprisal of any:

proved the sincere friendliness 
of her attitude by deeds that 
speak louder than words. But 
the Communist outbreak at Nai 
king stands in a class by itself, 
a stain on China’s good name 
which ought not to be left un- 
cleansed. We are told on high 
authority that last summer, when 
the Nationalist Government, very 
properly, had admitted ‘their

THE SUBMARINE AND

The tragedy is in the telegram 
from Boston which tells us-that 
the ill-fated U.S. Submarine S. 
4, that was rammed and sunk 
‘on December 17, has been raised 
and the bodies of the un- 
fortunate crew recovered. The 
six members of the crew who 
tapped their pathetic messages 
from the torpodo compartment 
had evidently died in their beds. 
The American nation was 
thrilled with hope that they 
might be rescued but the forces 
of nature were inexorable and, 
though brave men fought for 
their lives, the wind and the sea 
claimed their victims. Such 
disasters have more thin once 
befallen our own Navy and our 
sympathy is, therefore, the more 
spontaneous. There can surely 
be no more tragic ceremony than 
that witnessed when a wreath is 
dropped over the place where a 
submarine has been lost and it, 

ith its crew, resigned to their 
watery grave. The futility of the 
efforts at rescue when “all is 
done that can be done and all 
is done in vain,” come home 
poignantly to the nation and we 
mourn with those who mourn for 
the brave that are no more. 
Invariably the question recurs, 
is it worth while? Is the price 
we pay for the security given us 
by this costly engine of war 
adequate compensation for the 
loss of 80 many lives? For 
every step forward, won in the 
conquest of the air or of the sea, 
has to be paid for in that'most 
precious of all coins, the lives of 
men. It is this haunting ques- 
tion that has led the Britis! 
Government, at Geneva, at Wash- 
ington, and on several occasions 
since, to propose the abolition of 
the submarine as a weapon of 
war, We stand to lose as much 
as any nation by giving up this 
powerful but dangerous weapon, 
but hitherto our proposals 
have been refused consideration; 
chiefly by the smaller nations 
who see in the submarine a 
weapon of defence which they 
can afford to build while the 
costly “dreadnought is beyond 
their mean: 
























































‘The submarine evolved from 
the diving bell. Men learned 
that they could live for a time 
under water in that’ apparatus 
and it seemed an easy step to 
dream of a contrivance that 
would make the diving beil, or 
something like it, move under 
water. In the sixteenth century 
a submarine boat was tried on 
the Thames by the order of 
James I. In 174 an inventor, 
named Day, lost hii 
experimental descent in Ply- 
mouth Sound. The Confederates 
constructed several submarines 
in the course of their war with 
the North but none was suc- 
cessful. France constructed the 
first useable submarines in 1881 
and Germany pushed the craft 
to its utmost development during 
the late war. She entered on 
that great adventure with forty- 
six submarines, constructed 764 
(on paper) and lost 210 in the 
course of the struggle, The sub- 
marine was a terrible weapon 
against unarmed merchant ves 
sels but disappointing when 
opposed to armoured ships, With 
the advance of science the sub- 
marine becomes progressively 
more powerful and has greater 
potentiality of destructiveness. 
It is, perhaps, only idealism to 
hope for its renunciation in war 
and, indeed, the question is in- 
volved in the larger one of the 
outlawry of war itself. This is

by France and America and we 
would fain wish that it were 
within the realm of practical 
politics, As things are, its real- 
ization seems as remote as “that 
far-off divine event to which the 
whole creation moves”. It in- 
volves no less than a radical 
change in human nature. If we 
wish to measure its improbabil- 
ity we have but to ask ourselves 
whether we, personally, would be 
willing to renounce the right of 
self-defence in every conceivable 
eventuality that could possibly 
befall us and then recollect that 
the outlawry of war means the 
same renunciation, not on the 
part of a few visionaries, but 
of masses of men, of like pas- 
sions with ourselves, in many of 
whom the faculty of self-. 
straint is but imperfectly devel- 
oped. We fear that for a long

public opinion.” ‘The task of all 
disarmament conference 
been and will be to redu 
competition among Powers in 
maintaining costly armies and 
navies in peace, while, at the 
jsame time, they’ seck “security. 
(which) now “means t 
vision of reasonable safeguards 
by the joint and common action 
of the society of states against 
aggressive attack aimed at any- 
one among them which has not 
itself been guilty of an inten- 
tional fault or misdemeanour.” 
This problem of security in- 
‘volves the whole existence of the 
new states created at Versailles 
and the League of Nations 
Covenant, particularly Artic! 
8, which imposes upon the 
League and member States cer- 
tain specific tasks for the 
maintenance of peace. The 
whole objective of these con- 
ferences is not so much to save 
each state the cost of mainten- 
ance, although these reductions 
do affect the rehabilitation of 
Europe, but more generally 
to end a competition which 
is burdensome to some States, 
ruinous to others, and generally 
must inevitably lead to wars. 
The League of Nations has, 
unfortunately, been unable to 
deal with this problem succe: 
fully because two of the prin 
cipal military Powers of the 
world are not members of the 
League, namely, the United 
States and Soviet Russia, To 
disarm Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Japan and other Powers, 
while the United States and 
Soviet Russia are arming in- 
creasingly, is obviously placing 
an’ unfair handicap upon those 
nations which have joined the 
League of Nations. The United, 
States and Soviet Russia, outside 
the League, would have such an 
advantage as would result in a 
destruction of the League. It 
has, therefore, been necessary to 
hold disarmament conferences 
in such a manner as would make 
it possible for these two Powers, 
opponents of the League, to at 
tend. The conferences at Gene- 
va, then, are arranged by the 
League of Nations, but are held 
quite outside its organization,

THE GREAT FLOOD 
IN LONDON 
Mar. 30. 

‘The last mail brings the re- 
port of the Committee set up bY 
the Thames riverside authorities 
to consider the disastrous floods 
which, on January 6 and 7 last, 
swept’ over the low-lying parts 
of London with loss of life and 
immense damage to property, 
among which not least was many 
valuable pictures in the Tate 
Gallery on Millbank. ‘The con- 
‘ventional saying that the flood 
exceeded all records is in this 
case literally true. The report 
contains much interesting hi 
tory on this point. - The yea 
from 1285 to 1242 saw several 
of these inundation. There was 
one in December, 1663, precursor 
of the great plague in 1665 and 
the fire of 1666, of which Pepys 
writes as follow: . 

‘Wh. Up betimes, and it being a 
frosty ‘morning, walked on foot to 
Whitehall... At Whitehall T 
hear and find that there was last 
night the greatest tide that ever 
was remembered to have been in 
England in this river; all White 
Hall having been drowned, of which 
there was great discourse. 
‘The eighteenth century saw 
several floods, In 1761, 1763 
and 1791 tides flowed inta West- 
minster Hall and on the last 
‘occasion 

boats came through the passage 
of Old Palace Yard from the 
Thames and round up to Wes! 
minster Hall Gate. Westminster 
Hall suffered much, the water rs 
in at the great door for upwards of 
fan hour, and was up to the second 
stair leading to the Court of King’s 
Bench. 
By way of contrast it is record- 
ed that in 1717 the river fell so 
low that people were able to 
walk across it. The next flood 
comparable with that of Pepys's 
day or the one that has just 
occurred, came in 1874 and beat 
all previous records, but was in 
turn surpassed by the tide of 
November 15, 1875. On January 
18, 1881, yet another 
set up and great damage done 
the regions of Westminster and 
Blackfriars, As recalling condi- 
tions which preceded the floods 
of last January,.it is interesting 
to notice that the abnormal tide 
of 1881 followed upon a week's 
hard frost, a heavy snowstorm 
and a strong gale, which seems 
to have blown from all directions 
at once. 

After this flood the Metro- 
wlitan Board of Works decided 
that the Thames flood-protection 





















































works should be raised ta a 
height of 18ft. Judying by all 
previous records this should 


have been ample, but it was not 
enough for the abnormal waters 
of January last.

higher; and that of 1881 yet 
another three inches. The flood 
of last January rose eleven 
inches higher even than that of 
1881 or five clear inches above 
the 18ft. flood-protection works. 
The Committee. are of the 
opinion that there was no reason 
from previous records to anti- 
cipate what actually occurred on 
January 6; but as each preced- 
ing flood within well-recorded 
history had. been some inches 
higher than the one before it, 
this opinion does not seem worth 
very much.. The truth of the 
matter is, probably, that no one 
thought much about the old re- 
cords until’ the catastrophe 
oceurred and no one certainly 
would dispute that it was 
abnormal. The combination of 
causes behind the disaster was 
‘a spring tide; the raising of the 
water in the estuary due to 
heavy gales in opposite direc- 
tions in the North Sea and 
English Channel, apparently 
tending to heap up waters round 
the mouth of the Thames; and 
flood waters in the upper river. 
The Committee will not say pre 
cisely how far they think the 
last-named cause contributed; 
but any layman remembering 
conditions round about Christ- 
mas time would think the con- 
tribution must have been great. 
Even before the heavy snowfall 
of Christmas and Boxing Day 
night, the Thames had been 
overflowing its banks in several 
places; and the snow lay for 
some days to a depth of nine or 
ten inches, and even four or five 
feet in the drifts. 

The Committee refrain from 
making any precise recommenda- 
tion, except that more informa- 
tion and expert advice must be 
sought, for which application is 
to be made to the Liverpool 
Tidal Institute. the highest au- 
thority on such matters in the 
land, No general raising of the 
flood-prevention works is recom- 
mended at present: even to add 
a foot to them would involve 
the necessity of considerable 
strengthening and the cost of 
such work might amount to mil- 












































lions. Meanwhile the cost of the 
Liverpool Institute's _investiga- 
tions is to be borne by the London 


County Couneil and a system of 
warnings against possible dan. 
ger from Southend upwards is 
put into force.

the British Empire, the people of 
London rose and boyeotted American 
goods and Americans in England. 
What would Anglo-American re 
tions be? One smiles at these 
things and lets them pass as the in- 
cevitable result of freedom of speech, 
‘when even fools are not forced to 
curb their tongues. China might 
Tearn much from’ that attitude. 
‘What China needs now most of all 
is peace and friendly relations with 
all the world so that there may be 
a speedier rehabilitation of the pro-

Sovereign Rights 
Many happy days as a “cub- 
reporter” were spent in a quaint| 
decaying town in East Anglia whose 
charter goes back to the Norman 
Kings.

BANDIT RAW NEAR 
KIANGYIN - 





800 Outlaws on Yangtze Below 
Chinkiang 


Kiangyin, Mar. 23. 

‘The sudden appearance of 800 
native bandits in the vicinity of 
Hsiaohsihsiang, near Kiangyin, on 
the night of March 22, has resulted 
in’ the Toss of over $200,000 on the 
Part of the local inhabitants, 

"en oF more persons have been 
kifled, 80 houses burned down, ani 
Scores of persons seriously wound- 
‘ed—Kuo Wen, 

‘The “Shunpao” says that robbers, 
several hundred in all, opened fire on 
the villagers when the latter 
attempted to put ua show of re- 
sistance, Venting their wrath on 
m for daring to oppose them, 
the robbers looted the homes of the 











people, set fire to the village and 
burned 220 houses. A man and 10 


women were killed whilst four 
‘others were seriously wounded. The 
total loss is estimated at $60,000. 

‘The “‘Sinwanpao” says that only: 
70 houses were burned and that the 
fire bezan on the night of the 2ist. 
and continued until well into the 
next day. Sixteen women who were 
praying at the time were burned to 
death as they crouched together. 
In all 23 persons were burned to 
death, and 35 were killed by rifle 
fire from the bandits. Many others 
‘were seriously wounded. 

‘The cocoon merchants in the 
district suffered losses to the extent 
of more than $100,000, 

When information was received 
by the district militia and police, 
men were despatched at once to the 
spot but the marauders had escaped

Are They Communists? 
The brief account received on 
Saturday of the raiding of a village 
near Kiangyin—not above’ 60 riles 
from Shanghai—by a force of 800 
bandits js eerious news. . Southern 
Kiamgsu, that is, the region from 
Nanking to Shanghai, has been free 
from bandits, probably at-all- times 
in the memory of persons. living ir 
Shanghai at the present time. The 
presence of the Shanghal-Nanking 
Railway and easy access to thy 
‘Yangtze has made the movement of 
troops simple and rapid and Gov- 
ernors of the province have bee 
able to maintain order at all times, 
even during the trying wars whic 
have been unending sinee Septem- 
ber 1, 1924, ‘The first bandit out- 
break in southern Kiangsu occurred 
Inst autumn, when there was an 
uprising at Thsing, with consequent 
disturbances at Wusih. 


‘The Thsing Communists 


‘The Thsing troubles were definite- 
ly and unmistakably traced to the 
Communists. They had entrench 
themselves in the Taihu Lake region 
and had conducted a campaign of 
terrorism, which led to disturbances 
that were supposed to be part of 
a general programme of Com- 
‘munist-peasant uprisings in all 
provinces previous to the break-up 
of what has been called the Septem- 
bor Government. ‘These uprisings 
did oceur in Hunan, Hupeh, Kiangs} 
and the worst of them, in Kuang- 
Jaung, led to the severance of rela 
tions between the Kuomintang and 
Soviet Russi is understuod 
that during the terror at Tl 
‘magistrates and other officials were 
intimidated by threats to burn their 
property and molest their relations 
if they interfered with the freedom 
of action of the Commutists, 

Subsequent to the Thsing aff 
the Government undertook numerou: 
acts of suppression, but the Com- 
munists continued | their labours 
aniong the peasants. There were 
numerous reasons why the peasants 
should have been dissatisfied: high

‘The rumour that certain interests 
in “Hongkong are seriously con- 
sidering the advance of a loan to 
‘the Canton Government for the 
purpose of building a loop-line 
between the Kowloon-Canton Rail- 
way and the Hankow-Canton Rail- 
way is freely circulated in 
commercial and banking circles. 
Part of the proposed loan, it is 
said, will be used to complete the 
800 miles of the Hankew-Canton 
Railway between Hunan and 
Knangtung. “The foreign and 
particularly, the British “community 
in Hongkong and South China are 
unaimously of opinion that the 
proposed loop-line and the eom- 
pletion of the  Ganton-Flankow 
Railway will undoubtedly increase 
the importance of Hongkong as a 
seaport and asa provider of 
British goods not only to South 
hina but also the cities along the 
YYangtzc River. ‘The necessity. of 
this” scheme ‘was first publicly 
@eclared in Hongkong many years 
‘ago by the late Sir John Jordan, 
British Minister to China, when 
passing through here on his way 
Dack to England on retirement. 
Since then, this idea has gradually 
taken root. 

From certain officals and in 
fvential “businessmen, it i 
Jearned that Hongkong is ready 
and wiliing to raise a loan for 
Purposes of construction in Kuang.

READJUSTMENT PLANS 
FOR LIANG-HU 


Elaborate Schemes Drawn Up: 
Many Reforms Suggested 


The authorities of the provinces 
‘of Hunan and Hupeh are reported 
to have drawn up very elaborate 
schemes for the readjurtment of 
civil affairs in these two provinces. 
‘They are divided into three classes: 
(1) Administration (2) Finance 
(8) Reconstruction, and (4) Educa- 
tion. 

In the first category, the auth- 
critics deal with (a) extermination 
of bandits and Communists; (b) 
political reforms; (3) arcangemonts. 
for district self-government; and 
(a) suppression of opium. 

With reference to finance, they 
propose (n) to draw up a budget; 
(b) to adjust methods of taxation; 
(c) to settle land disputes; and 
(a) to extend the banking business. 

Regarding reconstruction, it. is 
proposed (a) to reorganize the pro- 
vines. into municipalities; (b) to 
adjust mining affairs; (e) to re- 
organize the law courts; and (d) 

construct new highways and 
canals and repair existing ones. 

Dealing with education, the auth- 
orities’ ideas are to enrmark cer- 
tain funds for education and obtain 
them from independent sourecs. 
It is proposed to encourage free 
schools and te establish provincial 
‘universities. Educational expenses 
will be inerensed and the teachers’ 
salaries likewise,

i officials of Hunan, and to all 
the people of Hunan, by’ “a part .of 
the people of Chenchow, Hunan, who, 
were able to flee from the terror 
‘of the Communists, who entered the, 
city on February 4, 1928." 

‘The roads leading into the city 
were earefully guarded by the Com- 
‘unists, so that no one who had not 
already left could possibly get away. 
Considerably more. than half the 
population were compelled to stay. 
The Communists". slogan was: 
“Down with the idle rich! Kill the 
idle rich!” ‘They made promises to 
all the others, but said they must 
have $20,000." This was handed 
over, but then they began to steal, 
to kill, and to burn everything and 
everybody in sight. If people had 
anything of value it was taken from 
them ‘and worthless things were 
destroyed, mostly by burning. ‘The 
things stolen were sold cheaply to 
anyone who had money to: buy. 
‘Those who had any property or 
money, or were doing busines: 
rothlesely caught and ki 
those killed were left on tI 
where they fell.and no 
allowed to bury them, 


‘The four important and sacred 
places—Su Hsien Temple, Si Pai Lo, 
‘Wen Min San, and Lai Ho Lo—were 
all barned and the priests or care- 
takers killed or driven away. The 
whole city was largely destroyed by 
fire, and the people scattered or 
Killed. In the country, several thou- 
‘sand houses have been burned and 
several thousands killed. Less than

When the temple celebrations of 
the first-month of the China year 
were in full swing; suddenly there

Of the attack of the Red Spears was 


to assert the rights of the people in 
protesting against special taxes and 
‘other extortions imposed upon them 
by the military, However, not be- 
ing very well armed with rifles and 
ammunition, they stood a poor 
chance of holding the city for any 
great length of time. Several hun- 
dred of the Kuominchun troops 
mustered and drove the Red Spears 
out of the-city, killing over 200 and 
wounding about as many more, 
whilst the rest fled to the hills. 





Fruitful Honan 


As was the ease last winter, suf 
ficient snow and moisture ‘have 
fallen to water the winter wheat 
ind north Honan is like one great 
wheatfield this spring, What « pity 
that constant military movements, 
with ever-changing battlefields and 
ing taxation, 30 griev- 
ously oppress what would be other- 
wise a most prosperous and happy 
people. For over ten months north 
Honan has been cut off from the 
markets of the north, ‘The mer= 
chants of the three large eontres, 
Changte, Weihaiwei and Huaiking 
have most of their trade 
tions with the north, and many hun- 
dreds have been robbed while trying 
to get through the fighting lines or 
over land to Peking or  Tientsin, 
whilg others have lost their lives. 
Many perishable commodities 
that are usually shipped to. the 
northern markets have been utterly 
wasted or sold at a great sacrifice. 
At the same time, these merchants, 
have to continue paying extra and 
special taxes to the troops who lay 
siege to their cities, usurp their 
railways, and plunder travellers at- 
tempting to cross overland. 

















Missionaries Forced to Leave 


The Minnionite missionaries from 
Kaichow have all been foreed to 
evacuate to the north. ‘The Kuo- 
minchun troops gradually took full 
possession of the hospital, schools, 
chapel, and missionaries’ homes and 
forced all work to cease. The last 
of the missionary workers have ar- 
rived in Tientsin, Such’ events as 
these do not encourage belief in the 
reports that foreigners and foreign 
property in the interior are being 
protected. All the mission stations 
in north Honan except one have 
been looted by the Kuominchun 
troops, and at least three of them 
are occupied now by them. This 
cone station, that so far has escaped, 
Decause this district has 
not yet been taken over by the Kuo- 
minehun,

Government Employees Reject 
Fengpiao 





From A Connesronoent 
Mukden, Mar. 18. 
‘Trouble has been brewing for 
‘some time, amongst the workers in 
‘the Arsenal and now things have 
‘come to a serious pass, according 
to reliable information. ‘It appears 
that, in recent weeks, there has 
een an agitation amongst the 
Workers for a modification in the 
‘wage systom, the men insisting 
upon their wages being paid on the 
dasis of 70 per cent. silver dollars 
and 30 per cent, fengpiao, instead 
of in fengpiao only, on account af 
the collapse of this latter currency. 
Fengpiao is now quoted at 2,750 
to Y. 100, On March 10, a delegs 
tion called upon the Arsenal man- 
‘ager to ask for wages on the basis 
‘of the foregoing demand, but 
fused to acquiesce, Eventially, 
was agreed to pay wages on 
‘basis of 66 per cent. silver dolla: 
and 34 per cent. fengpino, but this 
‘the workers deciine to accept. 
‘There is now good deal of sabot- 
age at the Arsenal and the autho-i- 
are considering the advisability 
or otherwise of dealing harshly with 
the workers. It is felt in some 
quarters that agitators have be 
at work on jichalf of the, Nation- 
alists and Feng Yo-hsiang, but, on 
the whole, it is believed the Arsenal 
workers are only interested in their 
‘own welfare, seeing prices of com- 
modlities have advanced within the 
‘past 12 months by from 400 to 500 
per cent, Educational officials have 
‘since joined in the movement fer 
wages to be paid in silver dotla 
instead of in fengpino, and at Ying- 
Xow, the Marine Police demanded 
that their wages be promptly raised 
‘by 100 per cent., failing which all 
‘would walk out en Uloc. The Chie! 
of Police immediately got in touck 
‘with the authorities at Mukden, re- 
commending them to azree to’ the 
demand, in view of the band: 
situation around the territory. Re- 
ports from all parts of the Three 
Eastern Provinces indicate th 
conditions are taking on a delicat» 
aspect. ‘

where. Formerly one heard very 
little of bandit activities in North 
Manchuria, but now-a-days one 
hears of nothing else. In southern 
districts. too, the bandits are mak- 
ng it bad for the people and re- 
ports have it that in the country 
round about Shanhaikuan a bri- 
gand chieftain, with 200 followers, 
has been causing no end of trouble. 
In Chinhsi Prefecture, the brigands 
are commandeering all carts and 
pack animals at sight. 

About 1,500 Shansi soldiers, eap- 
tured by ‘the Mukden Army last 
December, arrived at Chinchow on 
March 9, or their way to Heilung- 
Kinng, for enlistment in General 
Wu's army. They are to be sent 
over the Tuhushan-Payintala Line 
to Tsitsihar.

Currency Depressed by Dollar 
Deals and Transactions 
From Our Own Connesronpent 

Harbin, Mar. 7. 


‘The chief topic in local business 
circles is undoubtedly the Harbin 
dollar problem and the present 
methods the Chinese authorities are 
taking to stop this curreney falling, 
as has been the fate 
‘Mukden fengpiao. So far complete 
silence js being maintained by the 
Chinese as to whether or not the 
C.E.R, will adopt the Harbin dollar 
standard instead of the gold rouble, 
as they would like, but this is ex: 
pected, secing that their Soviet con- 
fréves ‘on the railway were not first 
approached, The said officials are 
very active in other directions and, 
through their semi-official Russian 
and Chinese organs, are trying to 
throw the blame for the drop of the 
local curreney on the shoulders of 
the foreign banks, accusing the 
latter of currency speculation, 

As a result of a conference called 
by the Civil Administrator and 
attended by leading Chinese officials, 
bankers, merchants, ete., a petition 
sent to the Civil Administrator by 
some 100 leading Chinese merchants 
and three leading Russians declar- 
ing that certain foreign banks were 
speculating in local currency. to the 
detriment thereof, 

Instructions have been issued that 
no one is allowed to take out of the 
Special Railway Area more than 
Tis.

‘Missing Chemical Element Isolated by Dr. A. Grosse Working 
in Berlin: Difficult Problem Selved by Young Man 


‘A new, important radioactive 
chemical cloment, protactinium, of 
which the existence was known but 
whieh could not be isolated before, 
thas been produced by Dr. Aristid 
Grosse, a young Russian’ chemist 
working at the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Institute of' Chemistry in Berlin. 
This achievement will prove of 
great assistance in radioactive 
Yesoarch work, and was thy 
discussed by Dr. Grosse before the 
German. Chemical ‘Society, writes 
‘the Berlin Correspondent of the 
"Christian Seience Monitor 

‘Protactinium is the only radio- 
‘active chemical clement besides 
radium which can be produced in 
large quantities. There are from 
‘4 to 10 grammes of protactinium in 
uranium minerals to every gramme 
‘of radium, ‘The other radioactive 
chemical elements are represented 
in considerably amaller quantities. 
‘Thi renders the new element 
isolated by Dr. Grosso especially 
valuable for scientific research 
work, —Protae\inigm is the “element 
QL" of the ‘periodic aystom of 
elements, and was discovered in 
1917 simultaneously by Prof, Otto 
Hahn and Fraulein Prof. "Liese 
Meitner in Berlin: and by Prot. 
Federick Soddy and Prof. 1 A 
Cranston in England. Professor. 
‘Hahn called - it protactinium be- 
cause. it is the mother protos sub- 
‘stance of the. element actinium, 


New’ Blement Like’ Tantalum 


Hitherto it was ordinarily assum~ 
‘ed that protactinium resembled the 
‘clement tantalum just as radium 
resembled barium. In producing 
radium, for instance, it is always, 
rst separated from’ the uranium 
minerals, together with barium. 
But it never seemed possible to 
separate the protactinium from thé 
‘tantalum, #0 that the Tso.ation 
ahe former was finally cousidere: 
nthe chemical world. ay most 
dificult problem. 

‘By making independent ealeula- 
‘tions, based on the periodic law of 
































Mendelcieff, Dr, Grosse came to the | 


conclusion ‘that protactinium did 
‘not resomble tantalum or any other 
Known element, and after having 
dotermined its probable characteris 
tle feature set out to isolate it, 
pursuing the method adopted by 
Mme. Curie in producing radium. 


He continually subdivided the sob- 
stance placed at his disposal by. 
Professor Habn, which contained 
about $4 milligrammes of the new 
element, each time. earefaliy 
examining the new products im order 
to Keep track of the «mall amount 
of protactinim. After five months 
of Inborious -work his efforts were | 
crowned with success, for he had 
succeeded in isolating two mill 
grammes of pore oide of protacti- 
nium, 


‘An Important Discovery 


‘The production of protactinium 
in its pore form is important in 
three respects. First of all, it will 
make it possible to solve important 
problems of the ~sience of radio~ 
activity, ‘Then it provides for an 
‘easy way to produce actinium and 
its by-prodacts. Lastly, it enables. 
‘chemistry to study the element 91 

1d its compounds. Since, more- 
over, protactinium is the last but 
fone element in the periodic system, 
which closes for the time being with 
element 92, known as uranium, it 
may enable chemists to draw con- 
clusions as to the properties of 
‘elements beyond uranium, and hith- 
‘erto unknown, 

In order to make these investiga- 
tions, naturally quantities larger 
than ‘two milligrammes are needed. 
It should be possible, according to 
Dr. Grosse, to produce larger quan- 
tities of the element, since the raw 
‘material used for its production is 
the waste product of radium 
factories for which hitherto there 
was no use. Belgium, which owns 
the largest radium factory in the

SUGGESTIONS 


‘Drastic Demands Made-at Chi- 
nese Conference in Shanghai 


A resolution that the Nationalist 
Government should immediately 
‘rgmnize-an opium suppression com 
tnittee'to ‘take the place bf the 
Ministry vf Finance in eharge of 
‘matters concerning opium suppres- 
‘sion’ throughout the country was 
pasted atvan anti-opium conference 
hela at. the Chinese General Cham- 
/€r 6t Commerce inst Sunday. The 
meeting consisted of representatives 
Htrom about thirty local organiza- 
tions, and a chosen group of experts 
fon the opicm question, and. was 
‘called at the request of tlie Nation- 
alist Government at Nanking. ‘The 
chair was occupied by Dr. T. H. 
ee, chairman of the Association, 
Mr. Garfield Huang gave a brief 
report of the recent efforts of the 
Association in urging the Govern- 
ment to make a change in its opium 
policy, and Mr, Bingham Dai then 
Presented an outline of the most 
important questions concerning 
‘opium suppression and recommen 
‘ed ten principles for discussion. 

‘As a result of the discussion, the 
following resolutions wore unan- 
imously passed and will be sub- 
mitted to the Nationalist Govern 
ment as the least demands from 
local bodies concerning opium sup- 
pression: — 

1—The Nationalist Government, 
should immediately organize an 
‘opium suppression committee to 
take the place of the Ministry of

TOBACCO FACTORY TRAGEDY 





® wo Girls Killed in Women’s Panic-stricken Rush Down 


' More than 50 women and girls, 
{who etampeded on Sunday morning 
‘after a fire broke out ina small 
‘Chinese tobacco factory on Elgin 
Road, were rescued by firemen at 
‘tached to Hongkew Fire Station, 
‘within a few minutes after the alarm 
‘was turned in, at 9.08 a.m. A party 
‘of Chinese firemen, in charge of 
‘Mr, W.'A. G. Price, did work for 
Which the highest praise is due. 

Panie-stricken by flames which 
‘broke cut in the rear of the factory, 
‘and with all exits, save one, cut off 
‘by the flames, the workers) rushed 
to’a stairway. When the foremost 
‘ones jammed against an in-swing- 
ing door, the remainder piled in a 
mass against them. The Brigade 
‘ad to cut out a wooden partition| 
‘and part of a brick wall to reseue 
‘them, 

‘Tho Jatest report has it that two! 
4-year old girls wore crushed to 
death, 19 were received in various 
hospitals, and as many as 10 or 12, 
‘who were not seriously injured, were 
taken home by relatives. 

‘The fire started in the drying 
plant of the factory on the first 
floor. ‘The sight of the flames, after 
the nearest stairway was cut off, 
enused a panic. The girls and

They wore trapped with no means 
of exit, because on one side of them 
the blank wall could not be broken 
through, while on the other side 
wooden partitions which extended 
nearly to the ceiling, could not be 
surmounted. 


Quick Reseue Work 


Between 50 and 60 persons were 
jammed into an area at the foot of 
tthe stairs loss than five feet square, 
‘some on top of the others. 

Three coolies who were at work 
on the machinery on the lower floor, 
came to their rescue, and tried to 
force the door inward, but they 
could do nothing againstithe pres- 
sure which opposed their efforts. In 
desperation they hacked with knives 
fat the panels, and one of them used 
fan axe with which he broke the 
‘upper part of the door. 

It was then that the Brigade ar- 
rived. They could see no signs of 
fire, but after a moment Mr. Price 
realized what had happened and 
ordered his men to attack the wall 
fat the one side and the wooden 
partition at the other. Previous to 
this they had tried to lift the women 
through the hole in the door, but 
the pressure was so great that they 
‘could not do so. 
pile of tobacco leaves the firemen 
were able to extricate some of those 
on top from the mass. When the 
pressure had been relieved _ those 
who had knocked the hole in the 
wall below, were able to resuce the 
remainder. 

‘The Building Destroyed 

‘About 20 were taken out uncon- 
scio's. ‘The more seriously injured 
‘were sent to various hospitals in the 
reseue van, and an eleetricity de- 
partment truck. Firemen stopped 
Passing motor cars and pressed them 
into service also. . 

















While the Brigade were breaking 
into the staircase, others brought

several jets into play. As they 
broke through the’ wooden partition 
a sheet of flame swept over the top 
of the stairs and ent off any possible 
retreat in that direction, It was on 
this spot that the first jets were 
directed. Orders .were given to 
neglect the base of the fire, some 40 
feet distant, and concentrate on the 
staircase. This was done and with- 
in five or seven minutes the whole 
mass of struggling women was re- 
moved, 

The fire was of no great con- 
requence in itself, although flames 
‘and water ruined much tobacco and 
destroyed the building. ‘The factory 
is situated in Seven oF eight recon- 
structed Chinese houses, the greater 
portion of the machinery being. on 
the lower floor. Lines were run in| 
from Elgin Road, through a con- 
gested alleyway, while three other 
Hines were brought into play from 

forth Shanse Road over the roofs 
of a blacksmith shop. 

Within an hour everything was 
under control, and, although there 
wns a high wind, the jets from the 
east combined ‘with a galvanized 
roof, prevented a spread to the 
heavily populated neighbourhood. 
It is understood that the factory 
was insured. Most of the machin- 
ery is stil intact, but the building 
itself is ruined.

Red Belt, to be Entertained 


During the Easter holidays the 
Japanese community in Shanghai 
will turn out en masse fo welcome 
;| one of the national figures of Japan 
in the person of Mr. Jigoro Kano, 
who resuscitsted the fading art of 
‘Japanese. self defence, — jinjitsu, 
shortly after the “decadent period 
when the Samurai became obliterat- 
ed during the time of foreign in- 
fluence subsequent to Cmdr. Perry's 
engagement at Kagoshima. 

Special entertainment has been 
Provided for the greatest exponent 
of the sport, and Mr. Kano, himself, 
hea promised to give an exhibition’ 
at the smoker to be held in the 
Carlton several days after Easter| 
Sunday. ‘Tho foreign community, 
also is taking a keen interest in the] 
coming event. 

Mr. Kano's chief claim to cele- 
brity lies in his lifelong and un- 

celled services to the art of jit 
jitsu, a word which entails very 
‘much more than the title of a mere 
system of self-defence. 

With the re-establishment of the 
dmperial regime in 1868. Japan's 
traditional culture and. customs: 
stood in danger of being destroyed 
by. the advancing tide of Western 
civilization. The Samurai, the fight- 
ing caste of Japan, were dispersed 
and were perforce ‘obliged to. seek 
their livelihood by other means. 
Hereditary guardians as they were’ 
of the cult of Bushido, the essence 
of the ancient chivalry of their 
country, they had:henceforth no oc- 
‘easion for the exercise of the arts 
of the sword and of jiujitsu, the 
jealously guarded seerets of which 
lay in their hands alone, 

Lessons to Pres.. Roosevelt 

Determined to maintain one 
feature at least of Jepan's ancient 
culture, Mr. Kano devoted himself| 
to the preservation of jiujitsy. Tak- 
ing every opportunity to obtain i 
struction from experts all ov 
Japan, his own Knowledge became: 
‘upreme and he made every effort} 
during his career to induce the 
students under him to take up this 
fascinating. exercise. 

‘Among his other activities, Mr. 
Kino found.time to oct as instructor 
‘of Siujitsu at the Peers? School in 
Tokyo. Among his pupils he num- 
vera. Admiral Yatsuhiro and 
Premier Wakatsuki, During a 

jsit to America some years ago, 
he also gave lessons to President 
Roosevelt. *

life-long efforta lien in the establis 
ment of the Kodokan, long recognit- 
fed_ag the prineipal schoo! and the 
only one recognized as the supreme 
authority of jiujitso, 

‘The Modern Title 

Incidentally, though the word 
‘jiujitsu” is used throughout these! 
notes, as being more familiar to 
foreigners, its modern title is 
judo", having been altered to the 

‘Mir. Kano subsequently to| 
the founding of the Kodokan, 

-| Members of the Kodokan taking 
up jlujitsu professionally immediate- 
1y dose their amateur status and be- 
come Associates only. |The greatest 
care is taken over this point and 
indeed’ everything is done to pre- 
serve fiujitsu as the cleanest of 
sports... But it is more than that. 
It is perhaps unrivalled the world 
over as a means of character build- 
of instilling courtesy and self- 
control. To this last named quality 
Supreme importance ir attached by 
‘our Japanese friends, who keep ever: 
before them the remembrance of the 
heroic fortitude of their Samurai 
ancestors. 

‘The average foreigner in the 
Orient has been secustomed to think 
of the art as something vicious, but} 
Mr, Kano, as one of the few hold- 
ers of the red belt, is authority for 
the statement that its primary pur-| 
pose is cultural, although he admits:

Sm,—In his annual report the 
Commissioner of Police very right- 
ly calls attention to the evils of 
the perticious chit system. I re- 
cently had an experience which 
illustrates the pitfalls this system 
lends itself to for the unwary. I 
received a double-registered letter 
from a local firm of confectioners, 
informing me that I was indebtled 
to the firm for an account, which 
hhad been outstanding for some time, 
‘and notifying me that, unless the 
sum mentioned were paid within a 
certain time, certain steps would be 
taken against me. As I had no re- 
collection of ever having been to 
the shop in question, or of ‘signing 
any chits in favour of the firm, 1 
presume that the proprietor must 
have thought that I was a “griffin, 
and that a threat by a double- 
registered letter would cause a. 
‘wave of fear to curl over my brain, 
‘and that I would at once pay up. 

T called at the shop the same 
morning that I got the letter, and 
told the manageress that I wanted 
to pay a bill. T was then handed 
piece of blank paper, on which I 
was told to sign my name and 
address. This I refused to do, and 
I was told that my chit could not 
be shown to me unless I signed the 
blank paper. I told the good Ind; 
to think it over, and that I would 
call later. This T did, and was met 
with the same demand. I then told 
the mansgeress. that F would: call 
again, and if my chit were not prov 
duced I would place the matter in 
‘the hands of the police under the 
charge of attempting to obtain 
money by threate. I called later, 
and was then shows a chit which 
not only bore a signature which in 
no way whatever resembled mine, 
but gave a totally different address 
from mine. I then told the lady 
‘what I thought about the firm, and 
confirmed this in writing. T am 
now waiting for the firm's “official 
collector” to call on me. If he did 
he would certainly collect some- 
thing, but it would be digerent from 
what’ he would expect. It would

REVIEW OF SHANGHAI 
EXCHANGE MARKET 


For the Week Ending March 
24, 1928 


‘There was a slight advance on si 
ver prices, as compared with the 
preceding week, quotations at Lon- 
don reaching 268 perice, at New 
York 674 cents and at Bombay 60.06 
rupees, The Shanghai market re- 
‘mained idle until Friday, March 23, 
‘when the yen eross-rate ‘came in at 
473. This rise induced the specula- 
tors to renew thelr activities, and 
fairly large amounts of Japanese 
currency were bought here. This 
had a depressing tendency on local 
rates of exchange, notwithstanding 
the good undertone of silver. 

‘A revival of imports on a some- 
what limited scale is clearly visible 
here. Deliveries in almost all lines 
[,ot imported cargo continue to be 

it. The demand for T.T. at’ 
is of 28/7d for the entire year 
continues to be fairly large; added 
to this one must not overlook the 
considerable requirements during 
the current month on the part of 
the Chinese Government for its for~ 
eign loan service. Considering 
these factors ong wonders that the 
market here hag not declined 
seriously. 


Silver Requirements 

Mention has already been made 
in these notes that Poland was re- 
puted to have purchased 10 million 
‘ounces of silver for coinage purpo- 
‘ses at prices to be fixed monthly 
according to the averages London 
quotations during the month. -Al- 
though nothing further has. been 
heard of the matter, it appears that 
the transaction has actually taken 
place.

‘The Tai Fook curren- 
ey has been steadily depreciating,

Marsoulies are appearing on behalf 
of the plaintifts, 

Defendants are Messrs. 0, G. 
Steen, W. I. Eisler and J. Harold 
Dollar, a fourth defendant being 
mentioned also as the Realty 
Syndicate Corp. Mr, Dollar and 
Capt. Eisler, being at the present 
time in the United States and out- 
side the jurisdiction of the U. 8. 
Court for China, Mr, $, Fessonden 
and Mr, C. 8, Franklin are repre- 
senting Mr. 0, G. Steen and the 
Realty Syndicate, Ine. in the sui 

The petition of plaintiffs sets 
forth that the . 0. C, was formerly 
a corporation “doing business in 
Shanghai and organized under 
French law. Said company, it is 
stated, had been operating within 
the International Settlement, un- 
recognized by any Power having 
extraterritorial rights and aceord- 
ingly subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Provisional Court. 

‘A. further allegation in the 
petition is that during or about 
January 1927, the C, 0, C. was 
lawfully possessed ier of 358 
shares of the Realty Syndicate Ine, 
to the value of $114,657; that de- 
fondants unlawfully took and con- 
verted to their own use the said 
358 shares and although requested, 
the defendants have failed or re- 
fused to return the shares or tu 
pay the C. O- C. the value of then. 


Denial of Title 


In their answer defendants deny 
that tho title to the assets of the 
C. 0. C, is vested with the liquid: 
tors or receivers and further denial 
is made that plaintiffs have been 
duly appointed liquidators or re- 
ccivers in accordance with the law 
by the Provisional Court. Moreover, 
denial is made that the shares in 
question were converted to the use’ 
of defendants as stated in the 
petition, 

In_ presenting plaintiffs’ case, 
Mr. Schuhl stated that the action 
hinged upon clearing up the follow- 
ing questions: (1) Was the C. 0. C. 
an. unrecognized company at ‘all 
times prior to this action? (2) Had 

tiffs been duly appointed as 
liquidators of the C. 0.

Shortly before adjournment of 
tho morning session exhibits wore 
offered in evidence by counsel for 
the plaintiff from the records of 
the Provisional Court, granting a 
petition appointing plaintiffs ax 
receivers. 

Mr, L. Sturrock, cA. of the firm 
of Seth, Mancell & McClure, chart 
fered accountants, gave evidence.

C, The Pro- 
visional Court had sealed the doors 
of the C. 0. C. offices, and the seals 
wore broken by witness's firm. The 
books were very carefully examin- 
ed. ‘The general ledger went back 
to October 21, 1916. At that time 
the C. 0. C. ‘was insolvent to the 
extent of $250,000. The capital of 
$100,000 had been lost. Prior to 
the alleged sale the Company was 
insolvent. There was an entry in 
the journal of a deposit of $200, 
00 in the Chinese Savings Bank— 
Dat there was no money in the 
Bank, While examining the books 
hhe came across an item referring 
to the shares in question, but he 
‘could not find the share certificates, 
‘According to the entries the shares 
had been donated to the company 
in December, 1924. The Company 
hhad lost at that time 60 much money 
that the directors donated the 
shares to cover the loss. 

‘There never had been any money 
in the Chinese Savings Bank on 
account of the Company, said Mr. 
Sturrock, as far as the books show- 
ed. He had no idea who took the 
share certificates. The book value 
of the shares was $114,656.75. A 
letter was on file from Mr. Steen, 
the same time there were six other 
resignations from the Board. He 
did not know whether Mr, Sanchez 
was a director. There were no re- 
cords to that effect.

Mr. C. H. Mack, former chiet

He said that he had had some rolm 
tions with Mr, Steen regarding tho 
salo of the C. 0. C. He asked Me. 
Steen what formglities wero ,re- 
quired for the negotiation of ‘tho 
deal, and My. Steen had written 
‘them on a sheet of paper which 
was produced in court, Witness 
was acting a8 a broker, and he was 
to receive $10,000, ‘There were no 
French directors present during the 
negotiations—no one but Mr, Steen. 
in fact. When the ©. 0, C, chang 
ed hands the books were examined, 
nd it was found that the ledger 
and several vouchers wore missing 
and could not be found. Witness 
could not say what had become of 
the missing documents, 


‘Alleged “Double-Crossing” * 

Mr. Mack continued that whert 
hho became general manager of tho 
Great Northern Savings Associa 
tion, as far as he knew he was 
selling the C. 0. C. to that Asso- 
ciation, When he took over thero 
was no eash in the C. 0. C4, and 
as he was no mathematician ho 
could not say whether the matho= 
matical reserve was intact.

‘Novel Means Employed to 
Dynamite a Cafe : 


Manila, Mar. 21. 

Two Americans, Benton Nelson 
and L. J. Peitz, have been arrested 
and charged with an attempt to 
blow up the Manhattan Café with 
dynamite. Nelson is owner of the 
Café and Peitz is a seaman on the 
United States navy vessel Beaver. 

The scheme was dubbed by the 
City Electrician, Mr. Schoendube, as 
the most ingenious in Manila arson 
‘annals. The mattresses in an upstairs 
room were first soaked in kerosene, 
‘and newspapers soaked in the liquid 
were strewed around. ‘The arrange- 
ments for setting off the dynamite 
‘were carefully thought out. On the 
‘end of a cord attached to an electric 
Tight switeh was a metal disk. To 
this disk were attached two wires, 
one leading to an electric light plug 
and the other to the dynamite. ‘The 
wires were not connected, but the 
cord suspended the disk immediately 
over a saucer of liquid. When the 
cord wals broken, the disk and the 
two ends of the wires, would be 
immersed in the liquid, thus making 
‘a connection and exploding the 
dynamite, 

Firemen reached,the place before 
the cord was burnt and tho dyna- 
mite exploded. : 

‘Though the persons who arranged 
the device had apparently been out 
of the building three hours before 
the fire was notiecd, they left a 
lighted candle on a kerosene-soaked 
mattress, In time the candle burnt 
down and lit tho mattress. For- 
tunately, the flames from the mat- 
tress were seen through a window 











by a policeman, who turned in an 
alarm. The fireman burst through 
the locked doors on the lower floor 
‘and put out the fire without muck 
damage.

‘We was M.P. for Kingston div. as 
Sir George Cave, 1906-18, and 
Chancellor of Oxford University 
sinee 1925. 

Earl Cave, who received a Vis- 
‘county in 1918, leaves no heir. He 
was created an Earl yesterday— 
Reuter. 

(The death of Earl Cave, as an- 
nounced above, was not really un- 
expected, for, according to previous 
information, ‘a short while ago he 
underwent a serious operation from 
which he never really recovered. 

The late Earl was the son of Mr. 
‘Thomas Cave, M.P, and wos brn in 
London, February, 1856. He was 
educated at the Merchant Taylors 
School and later entered St. John’s 
College, Oxford, where he took his 
B.A. in 1878. His M.A. degree he 
‘obtained in 1912 and the honorary 
degree of D.C.L. was given him in 
1924, From -1906 until 1918 he 
stood as M.P. for the Kingston 
division, as Sir George Cave after 
1915 when he received his knight- 
hood, 

Earl Cave married in 1885 Miss 
Elizabeth Shellcrass, daughter of 
the late Jasper Shelierass, but he 
eaves no heir. 

In 1880 he became a barrister 
Inner Temple and from then went 
steadily forward in his eareer until 
m 1916 he became Attorney-General 
‘to the Prince of Wales,

To- 
day, many men criticize the Chuseh 
‘and organized religion because. it 
spends too much of its time in 
devotional exercises, too little in 
works of practical help. ‘The time 
is now due, sny many men, for the 
Church to’ put less” emphasis on 
services, and more on service, Leave 
the comfort of the cloister, they 
say, leave the peaceful quiet of the 
altar, and come down into the noisy 
streets; leave your 
subtleties nnd bring a practical 
Gospel for men who perish for the 
need of it. 


A Present Appeal 

‘My thoughts are drawn into these 
channels because at this time an or- 
ganization—one of the many working 
in the Settlement—the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, is 
appealing for public support in’ its 
work. Its offering of Christian 
service is publicly set forward for 
the understanding and active 
sympathy of all those in this Settle- 
ment who profess themselves fol- 
lowers of the Crucified.

Shanghai's Problem 

I look over this Settlement, this 
microcosm, wherein present’ day 
problems are cultured, where more 
nearly our -work lies,-and try to see 
‘the problems which arise when two 
great civilizations come into im- 
mediate contact, at a time when 
the world is-aflame with new ideas, 
new motives, new problems of re- 
Iationship. Here is the field of our 
Christian service. In the Settlement, 
are many scattered groups striving 
to serve, each in their own way, 
the eause of Christ. Some work 
among the foreign population, 
‘among the men and women who 
come to live and work in the port. 
Of the danger and difficulty to for- 
‘eigners, especially to those who for 
Some reeson or other find them- 
selves friendless or without ade- 
Jquate support, there is no need for 
Ime to speak. 

Others work among the groups of 
men and women engaged in in- 
dustrial labour. The need for 
Christian, service among industrial 
workers in England is patent to any 
‘who have had experience among our 
‘own industrial people Here, 
where ‘literacy is the rale rather 
than the exception, where the new- 
ness of the industrial system, the 
‘changes in the life of the workers, 
fare producing problems which in 
England engaged the attention of 
‘men 50 or 60 years ago, here I say 
is great need of men and women of 
goodwill, who, for Christ's sake, will 
devote their lives to the service of 
their fellow-men. The important 
work of putting the Christian mes- 
sage before the students of this 
land, work which I conceive to be 
fundamental to the purpose of God 
‘under ‘present day conditions; work 
‘with all classes of men, women, 
youth, of all nationalities in this 
Settlement and in this land, all calls 
for effort and increasing effort by 
Christian peop! 

‘We dare not stand aloof; the time 
has gone past when the Church 
could allow the great currents of 
contemporary thought to sweep by 
unheeded. ‘Thank God the members, 
‘of the Church at Home are begin- 
ning to understand that our Chureh, 
which we so much love, is not a 
godly society for the saying of the 
offices of the book of Common Pray- 
er and the singing of Hymns An- 
‘cient and Modern, We are learn- 
ing, with much pain and sorrow, 
‘that the Church is the Body of 
Christ, His appointed instrument 
for the salvation of the worl 
God's way of dealing with us; an 
Jarmy of men and women anxious, 
zealous to co-operate with God in 
his plan for the world of men, 
‘“qith the Cross of Jesus Tending on 
before.” 

‘The Church's Business 

So I commend to you in my 
closing words—they are the last 
words I shall utter for many months 
in this Cathedral where I have beon 
privileged to speak in the name of 
the Lord Jesus—this thought of the 
practical implications of our faith 
in Jesus Christ our Lord and Mas- 
ter.

Not beitg scientific, I-have never 
understood that queer optical effect 
Produced ‘by telegraph -wires along- 
side a railway track. You are tra- 
velling in the train and looking 
at the wires. Instead of keeping 
level, they soar up and up till sud~ 
denly a post appears. Then down 
they come with a jerk, to start 
‘soaring again just the same till the

During the year 1927 the Police 
took part in mo less than 126 en- 
‘counters with armed ¢riminals_ in 
which shots were exchanged, ‘The 
‘casualties amongst the Police Force 
‘were 14 killed, of whom 4, includ- 
ng 1 Special Constable, were 
foreigners, 4 Sikhs and 6 Chinese; 
and 22 wounded, of whom 2 were 
forigners, 2 Sika and 18 Chinese. 
y-twe criminals were killed by: 
‘he police, 17 wounded, and. 104 
arrested. ‘Over 345 members of the 
Force were concerned in these en- 
‘counters; 824 shots were fired by 
‘the Police and over 950 by robbers. 
line of the foreign branch 
throughout the year hag been good, 
‘There have been very few cases of 
serious misbehaviour, and the ma- 
Jority of enses of minor breaches of 
‘iscipline have been due to drink 
‘and the iniquitous chit system which 
exists in the Far East. 

The discipline of the Chinese 
‘ranch has heen very satisfactory, 
With the Nationalist advance in 
March creat efforts wore made by 
the “Red” agitators to ereate dis-

Shanghai Provisional Court 

‘The Commissioner states:—The 
Shanghai Provisional Court, which 
took the place of the old Mixed Court, 
‘commenced functioning on January 
1, 1927. During the first months of 
its existence, there was considerable 
confusion. " The attitude of the 
Judges, which way in many cases 
obstructive, caused much difficulty 
to the Municipal authorities and the 
Police, vnd the frequent inadequacy 
of the sentences dealt out was the 
cause of a Inrge inerease in crime 
of a serious nature, ‘The delay in 
dealing with cases and the confusion 
in the courts were the cause of a 
very large increase in the number 
of remanded ‘prisoners awaiting 
trial. Great congestion was caused 
in the gaol owing to the abolition of 
the death penalty for crimes of 
violence. Another factor which 
tended to obstruct the course of 
Justice was the difficulty experienc- 



































‘ed by the Chinese authorities in 
divorcing the political from the 
Judicial, causing very inadequate 





sentences to be imposed in cases 
of political erimes, even murderers 
being dealt with’ very leniently. 
‘This factor is likely to cause con- 
tinued difficulty during the coming 
year, and in the future, unless the 
Chinese authorities can be persuad- 
ed to adopt a more correct attitude 
towards the judiciary, 


A Marked Improvement 

‘Shortly after the arrival of tho 
Nationalist Government, Mr. Hing 
‘Yun Loo was appointed President of 
‘the Court on May 14 and a.not- 





iceable change for the better 
resulted. A great effort was made 
to reduce the large number of re- 


manded cases and to improve the 
relations between the foreigners and 
Chinese engaged in the court. The 
attitude of the judges has shown 
‘marked improvement and consider- 
able progress has been made to- 
‘wards reducing the number of ea: 
awaiting disposal, 

“The repeal of the Bandit Laws 
promulgated by the Peking Govern- 
ment in the 3rd year of the Re- 
public, by the Nationalist Govern- 
ment, on January 7 of the 10th year 
of the Republic, was one of the 
causes of the inadequate sentences 
given in erimes uf violence and of 
the substitution of imprisonment for 
the death penalty in most cases. 
In only two cases was the death 
penalty awarded by the ordinary 
court and in five eases the Appeal 
Court substituted that penalty for 
imprisonment awarded by the lower 
court. However, on November 15 
new regulations yoverning robbery, 
banditry, and piracy were introdue- 
ed by the Nationalist wuthorities, 
and since that date 33 death 
xentences have beer: given. 


























Appeal Court Success 


“Appeal Court—The introduction 
of this much-needed reform came 





into operation on January 1 with 
the Provisional Court and has more 





than justified its existence ‘as the 
following figures show:—Cases dealt 
with, 152; original sentences upheld, 
82; ‘quashed, 7; decreased, 2; 
‘creased, 41. 

“The refusal of the Provisional 
Court to recognise the legality of 
the expulsion of habitual criminals 
from the Settement, or to impose 
penalties on criminals expelled by 
the Mixed Court who returned to 
the Settlement, has. been the cause. 
of a large number of known 
criminals returning to the Settle- 
ment and has rendered the work of 
the police in preventing erime more 
difficult. 


“To sum up, the gloomy forebod- 
ings which prevailed during the first 
six months of the year, while fully 
justified at the time, have given 
lace to expressions of hope for the 
future. ‘That the Court is all that 
it should be in this huge ity is, of 
‘course, far from the truth, but signs: 
wre not wanting which indicate that, 
divorced trom polities, with an i 
dependent and conscientious judi- 
ciary and a spirit of co-operation 
with the Council in the interests of | 
the Settlement, the court may in the 
course of the next few years prove 
worthy of its position in Shanghai 
a8 a mode! for the rest of China.” 


‘The Crime Record 
Coming to criminal statistics, the 
Commissioner states that 123'per- 
sons were murdered in the Settle- 
ment during the year, ss against 
43 in 1926, Included in this total 
were 15 foreigners. Twenty-seven of 
the murders were committed by 
‘armed robbers, 2 by armed kidnap- 
pers, 6 (police) by other armed 
criminals, 32 in connexion with 
Jabour agitation and the remainder 
‘were due to family quarrels, faction 
fights and other matters of a miscel- 
Janeous nature. The number of per- 
sons arrested in connexion with 
theso cases totalled 112, of whom 14 
were sentenced to death, 6 died from 
wounds received at the time of ar- 
rest, 36 were sentenced to imprison- 
ment, 8 were handed over to the 
Chinese authorities, 2 escaped from 
custody, the charge against 2 was 
withdrawn, 26 were acquitted and 
18 are still on remand. Twelve 
persons were arrestel in connexion 
with murders committed in 2021, 
1924, 1925, and 1926. Of these, 1 
was’ sentenced to imprisonment, 1 
sed on bond, 9 ncquitted and 1 
fs still on remand. Eleven persons 
died from injuries received in fights, 
ete,, in which the charge was reduc 
ed to manslaughter. Fourteen per- 
‘sons were arrested in connexion with 
these eases, of whom 11 were 
sentenced to imprisonment, 1 was 
fined and 2 were acquitted. Ten 
persong yanted by the Chinese 
Authorities for murders committed 
in territory under Chinese jurisdic 
tion wore arrested and handed over 
to the authorities concerned. In 
connexion with murders occurring. it 
the French Concession, 2 persons 
were arested and handed over to the 
French Police. 


Increased Abductions 


During the year 27 persons were 
reported as being abducted by armed 
gangs and carried off for ransom, a 
Inrge inerease on the figures of 1926, 
when only 5 persons were abducted, 
Dut in 1925, 20 such cases were re- 
ported. The state of lavleasness 
which has existed on and off during 
the year in the vicinity of Shanghai 
is to a large extent responsible for 
the inerease. Of all crimes this is 
the most dificult to dea) with, as 
Aittle or no co-operation is received 
by the Police from the persons 
abducted or their relatives. Of 
the 27 persons abducted, 4 were 
liberated by the Municipal-Police, 1 
was rescued by the French Police, 
G escaped from their captors, 2 were 
IL were released after 
the kidnappers 
and no information is forthcoming 
regarding the remaining three men. 
One ease of attempted armed abdue- 
tion and 1 of intent to abduct were 
also reported. In connexion with all 
these cases, 52 persons were arrest- 
ed. Three were sentenced to death, 
2 died of wounds received at time 
of arrest, 10 were sentenced to im- 
prisonment, 4 were arrested by the 
ronch Fallen and sentenced te be:

In connexion 
‘with cases of armed abduction oc- 
curring in the French Concession, 
29 persons were arrested in tie-Set- 
tlement. Of these 1 died from 
wounds received at the time of 
rest, 6 were sentenced to imprison- 
ment, 21 were handed over to the 
French Police, and 2 were acquitted. 


Four Armed Robberies a Day 


‘There were 1,458 cases of armed 
robbery reported during the year, 
1,166 occurring in dwelling houses, 
shops, etc., and 292 on the highway. 
One foreign Detective Sergeant, 1 
Japanese "civilian, 21 Chinese 
civilians, 1 Sikh Constable, 1 Chit 

ese Constable and 1 Sikh watehman 
‘met their deaths in connexion with 
the above armed robberies, whilst 
1 Japanese civilian, 56 ‘Chinese 
civilians, 5 Chinese Constables and 
2 Chinese Police watchmen were 
wounded. In addition, 1 Sikh Con- 
stable was shot and killed by armed 
robbers who were escaping after 
committing an armed robbery in the 
French Concession. The number of 
armed robberies during the year 
constitutes a record, more than 
trebling the figures for the previous 
year, which in turn were higher 
than’ those of 1925. The explana- 
tion for this large increase was the 
continual state of civil war in China 
‘generally, and in particular the fight- 
ing which took place on the borders 
of the Settlement in the early 
months of 1927. Many of the de- 
feated soldiers, deserters, ete., turn- 
ed to robbery, whilst in other cases 
the pistols with whieh a large num= 
ber of them were armed found their 
way into the hands of persons of 
the criminal class, The re-introdue- 
tion at the end of the year of capital 
punishment for persons convicted of 
armed robbery will, it js hoped, lead 
to a decrease in this class of crime. 
In combating armed robbers, the 
police are greatly handicapped 
by ‘the “lack of assistance giver, 
by persons robbed; > who, tm 
the majority of instances, through 
fear, allow. the robbers ampl 

ime to make good their «1 
cape before informing the Police. 


Need for Speedy Alarms 
As showing the value of speedy in 
formation to Police Stations by 
telephone or otherwise, attention 
drawn to two instances in November 
where robberies were reported with- 
‘out delay. In one of these a gang 
consisting of four men, two of whom 
were armed, were found on the pre- 
mises which they were robbing and 
were shot dead by the Police. In 
the other instance two armed rob- 
bers were found on the premises and 
larly dealt with. 

In connexion the foregoing 
and armed robberies occurring prior 
to January 1, 1927, 706 persons were 
arrested. Thirty, eight of whom 
were also charged with murder, were 
sentenced to death, 23 died’ from 
wounds received at the time of their 
arrest, 3 were handed over to the 
Chinese authorities, 374 were 
Sentenced to imprisonment, 1 died 
while on remand, 1 committed 
suicide, 5 escaped from custody, 1 
was fined, the charges against 12 
were withdrawn, & were cautioned, 
1. was zeleased on bond, 168 were.

Economic Troubles 


The Commissioner gives a detailed 
account of political and allied 
troubles and adds that, as compared 
with 179 industrial disputes whi 
cceurred jn 1926, there were 136 
strikes in 1927, exclusive of the stop- 
page during general strikes. Of 
this number, 75 were of a purely 
‘economic nature, 41 were the result 
of internal friction and 20 were de- 
clared asa means of showing 
sympathy for other workers. The 
strikes, which affected 164.392 
employees, resulted in a lors «f 
2270,027 working days, 
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Besides strikes caused, by internal 
friction, economic pressure and 
other causes, three general strikeg 
lue to political causes oceurred «lars 
ing the year. ‘These involved 161)4' 
000 workers and resulted in the Tos 
of 1,818,358 working days, 

‘The. Chinese press 
publishes constructive editorial 
which may help*readers to form auf 
‘enlightened opinion on national of 
foreign affairs. In general, thei © 
policy seems to be to endeavour td 
influence people by adding suge’ 
xestive comments to reports of ine’ 
idents of national importance: of 
ews directed against foreigners’ of 
foreign authorities. Since the ate 
rival of the Nationalist armies inf 
Shanghai the Chinese newspaperd 
‘seem to have abandoned any” prev 
tence hitherto made to independence, 
They have published, and up to thé 
end of the year were publishing, wat 
-reports'as well as articles containg 
Ing, anti-foreign propaganda, ih 
which facts and statements were 
distorted. They have been pare! 
ticularly unreliable in their reportd 
of proceedings at political meeting 
when the figures of the attendance 
are usually grossly exaggerated, Thg 
Chinese newspapers to-day serve a8 
fan excellent medium for mendacious 
reports and propaganda, much of 
which ig directed against foreigners 
‘or the foreign authorities. ‘Therd 
were 87 persons. successfully proe 
seated during the year for the 
publication of obscene articles.” | 

“The report closes with the follows 
fing general remarks: 

‘The year has been for the Policg 
Force the most strenuous and exacte 
ing in its history, Tt may be said 
that there has never been throughoug 
the year complete tranquillity whent 
some form of outbreak might nob 
be expected at any moment.

GERMANY’S STANDARD OF LIVING 





Majority Existing from Hand to Mouth: Reparations Paid af, 
Expense of Workmen: Greatly Reduced Purchasing Power

If, in Berlin and Hamburg, there 
are ‘no such sitms as characterize 
other hig eities, that does not mean 
that there is not real biting pover- 
ty; it means simaply that, even in 
extreme distress, the German secks 
to preserve at any rate some out- 
ward appearance of civilized life. 
In point of fact, the great masses, 
of the German population are liv- 
ing in very hard condition: 
live, indeed, from hand to 
on tho very verge of what is ju 
necessary to existence and in daily 
apprehension az to their daily bread. 
For upwards of 18 months, from 2 
to 5 millions of the inhabitants had 
to subsist on unemployment doles. 
which provided them with the bare 
ies of life. Whoever reads 
ely his daily newspaper, 
must be struck by the constant re- 
ports of suicide due to poverty.

dreds of thousands who saw their 
hard-earned savings swallowed up 
by the inflation and now often find

Moreover, 
the consumption of rye receded 
from 153 ke. per head in 1913/14 
to 114.5 kg. in 1925/26 and the con-

This 
means an enormously reduced pur- 
fthasing power on the part of Ger- 
niany, with corresponding detriment, 
to the foreign producer, particu 
larly to the foreign farmer. The 
German workman is no exception ta

‘everything that goes to make @ re 
artist, and swamped by an. erotic 
tempérament, Cézanne certainly 
does not merit the extraordinary. 
praise bestowed upon him in this 
book. 

Possibly he could handie colours;

nursing cireles, both Chinese and foreign, is Miss Lillian Wi

The hospital is a spacious, sunny 
Place, which, like all institutions of 
similar kind, radiates a pleasant 
‘and worth-while activity, To the 
initiated, much of this atmosphere 
fs attributed to the personality of 
‘Miss Wu, and the Chinese nurses 
in training under her. ‘The hospital 
hhas about 100 beds at the present 
time, and often’ in the summer 
months its capacity is stretched to

Miss Wa was born in Foochow, 
of Christian parents, and studied 
in an American mission school 
there, She was one of eight sisters, 
‘and no brothers, and as it is fre- 
quently the ease, in a large family, 
some of the girls wore very much 
interested in fitting themselves for 
‘economic independence, 


Im 1909, after Miss Wu had 
finished her middle or high school 
‘work, she, with two  school-friends 
paid a visit to Kiukiang to see the 
hospital which Dr. Mary Stone, an 
eminent Chinese doctor, had est- 
ablished there, It took only the 

persuasion of this contact for Miss 
War to enter training the following 
Year, and in three years she was a 
graduate nurse. 

During the period just following 
she did a considerabie amount of 
nursing among missionaries in Kul- 

and in this way she learned 
English which she now speaks and 
understands perfectly, These eon- 
tacts interested her in a fuller 
study of the Scriptures, and by 
1915 sho ‘had finished’ a year’s 
‘special ‘study at the Knowles Bible 
School in Kiukiang. 

‘The same year, the first scholar- 
ship was offere! by the Rockefeller 
Foundation for 1 qualified nurse to 
be sont to study further In America, 
‘Miss Wu roceived this scholarship,

She did 
probationer nursing work, and pro- 
‘grossed on in the usual way, through 
the hospital training school, and 



































was rewarded in her perseverance 
by an exceptionally comprehensive 
medieal training at the end, 

Farther inspiration was given her 
studies, also, through the fact that 
Dr. Mary Stone had received a post- 
graduate medical scholarship by the 
same Foundation which had spon- 
‘sored Miss Wu, and was also attend- 
ing Johns Hopkins. 


In 1919 Miss Wu returned to 
China and was for a time at th 
Peking Union Medical College. The 
following year, however, the 
Chinese Red Cross General Hospital 
‘was founded and she was asked to 
Become its superintendent. 


A training school for nursescan 
no longer said to be unusual for 
Chinese girls who are, moreover, 
exceedingly competent in this li 
of work, At the present time the 
school headed by Miss Wu has 64 
nurses in training, and classes have 
already been graduated frm the 
institution in years past. As the 
name shows, the hospital provides 
“general” training, and a wide ex- 
Perience is gained by the student 
nurses, When Shanghai was in the 
thick of battle-fire in 1924, the 
nurses of the hospital got 2 
thorough understanding, also, of 
war-time work, many wounded ’ sol- 
diers having been brought to the 
Red Cross Hospital for treatment. 

Besides her position as superin- 
tendent of the nurses’ training 
scho.1, Miss Ww, has been closcly 
identified with the Nursos Associa- 
tion of China, In 1909 it was 
started by a group of foreign mis- 
sionaries, At the present time it 
has 124 nurses training schools in- 
cluded among its representatives. 
In 1926, Miss Wu was elected vice- 
president of C.N.A. and at the 
Conferance just ended, in January 
of this year, she was olected pre- 
sident of the organization, 

‘This year, also, for the Arst time 
a Chinese secretary was appointed 
for the association, so that now 
there are Chinese’ president and
